The committee has some dev oted, conscientious 
mem b ers and inv estigator.« Howev er, b ickering 
among the highly paid staff, v hich draw s annual 
salaries of $ 197,000. is .so b itter that some cong­ 
ressmen on The committee 
.« ay priv ately that 
only thr di.scov ery of “another set of Pum pkin 
Papers” can restore its prestige and morale. 
('hairrnan Velde of Illinois, now' fighting for 
re-election and the chief cause of the b ickering, 
knows he has to come up with something .spec­ 
tacular to .sav e face, b ut in his efforts to do this 


so far, he has simipiv managed to pull more and 
more b oners— such as sub poenaing H arry T ru­ 
man. 
Here’s the run-dow n on the key figures on 
the staff. It’s a huge staff with an annual- pay­ 
roll which eat.s up all b ut ST8.000 of the com- 
r ittee’.s $ 275,000 appropriation. 
Charles E. McKillips— A third-rate committee 
inv e.stigator frequently in hot water. Is .so inept 
that on more than one occa.sion cougre-ssmen 
hav e b een adv ised that “someone is trying to im ­ 
personate a committee inv estigator.” It was no 
impersonator, howev er; it w'as just McKillips. 
At the time oí the “Puiripkin Papers” discov ery. 
McKillips almost got fired b ecause of a “gag” he 
oeiib erately posed sleeping in front of the com­ 
mittee .safe. The safe contained the pumpkin 
papers and McPhillips was assigned to guard 
them. The picture of the ’‘sleeping' McKillips 
wa.s earned b y the wire serv ices coast to coast, 
and the cornmittoe memb ers failed to detect 
anything funny ab out it. 
More recently the committee v oted to drop 
McKillips after he sub mitted e.xpense v ouchers 
which included the cost of a trip to the Atiantie 
City race track. When he w'as not dropped, 
Congressman Kearney asked hi.s fellow Repub li­ 
can, Congressman Velde, why McKillips w ai still 
on the payroll. 
”1 hav e ov erruled our action,” chairm an Velde 
replied.

W’illiams— Inv e.stigator, 
form er FBI 
man, was in charge of the inv estigation of Bishop 
G. Bromley O xnam which b ackfired. He joined 
the committee in April, 1953, through the influ­ 
ence of his sister, Patsy Rhodes, who is secretary 
to Congressm an M oulder of Missouri, a com­ 
mittee m em b er. Salary; $ 9.211.28. 
Dolores A nderson—She’s the fiancee of chair­ 
man Velde, is an A-1 stenographer and accom­ 
panies him on v arious b usiness trips. Because 
of her closeness to Velde she’s a real b ackstage 
power and is feared b y other staff memb ers, 
which adds to com m ittee b ickering. 
Leslie Scott—A n Illinois new spaperm an and 
pub li.sher. Scott’s job is to check on Velde’s con- 
sfuue n u and help hi« re-election campaign. He 
owns the Lacon Home Journal and the Toluca 
S ta r Herald, b oth in Velde’« di'trict, b ut draw« 
a .salary of $ 6,927.78 from the taxpayers. 
E arl Puosa— Form er FBI man, Leader of one 
of the w arring factions tha t’s splitting the com­ 
mittee. Though not a> heav yweight, Fuoss has 
considerab le pow er since he’s largely responsib le 
for getting R ob ert Kunzig nam ed 
a « committee 
counsel, and Kunzig knows it. 
R ob ert K unzig— Committee counsel. Political­ 
ly activ e in Pennsylv ania; was an Eisenhower 
delegate to the Chicago Repiftilican conv ention. 
O ther staff m em b ers regard him as one w'ho 
use.« his position io play fav orites. He w^as re ­ 
sponsib le 
for sub poenaing 
Maj.

H arry 
Vaughan, which b ackfired. When asked b y com­ 
mittee m em b ers w^hy he is.« ued the sub poena, 
he explained: “The M cCarthy committee was 
raking this up and I thought we should get in 
the act.” 
Tom Beale—Chief Clerk, older than moat staff 
memb ers, quiet, conscientious, competent. 
Courtney Ow’ons, Donald Appell, Bill W heeler 
- Committee inv e.stigatora. All topnotch men. 
Jackson Jones— Ab le .young inv estigator and 
a hard worker. Jones wa« fired while the com- 
rmftee was holding hearings in Chicago b ecause 
he refiKsed to cooperate with Kunzig. O ther 
committee m em b ers hav e dem anded that he b e 
retained. 
Too Small An A rm y— A rm y Chief of Staff 
G eneral Ridgway has carried his fight against 
Arm y cuts to the senate appropriations commit­ 
tee. He told senators flatly that he did not rec­ 
om m end the cutb acks in Army funds, though he 
.« aid he was required to accept the decisions of 
his superiors and do his utmo.st to carry them 
out. He also testified that the A rm y hasn’t spent 
a cent of the $ 2,000.000,000 div erted from the 
Air Force b udget last year to help the Army pay 
us Korean w a r b ills. He pleaded with congress 
to reappropriate this money to the Army. 
Rhee To Genev a— The Am erican emb assy re ­ 
ports President Syngman Rhee himself wants to 
head up the K orean delegation to the Genev a 
Peace Conference. Rhee has told his cab inet that 
if ne is there in person he could dominate the 
conference, also m ake sure Secretary Dulles 
does not sell Korea out to ’he Communists. The 
American enib a.« .« y is ti v ing to discourage Rhee 
b y pointing out that his firm leadership is need­ 
ed m Korea. 
French Blunders—Gen. ‘Tron Mike" O ’Daniei 
oeiiev es unb eiiev eab le b lunders b y the French 
general staff are to b lame for the surprise Com­ 
m unist v ictories in Indo-China. O ’Daniei, who 
wdll head up the American m ilitary mission in 
Indo-China, says the French generals hav e not 
only b een fa r too timid b ut hav e failed to use 
Am erican equipm ent properly. If it is the last 
thing he does, says O’Daniei, he see to if that the 
French change iheir tacfics and lake the of­ 
fensiv e against the Communists—if not alieady 
Too late. 
Egyptian Rev olt—U.S. diplomat« hav e cab led 
T.ie state departm ent that the struggle for power 


m Egypt is far from ended and that Prem ier 
N aguib m ay b e b ooted out again. Deputy P re ­ 
m ier N asser has lined up the Air Force and the 
infantry to support him against Naguib , who ha« 
the Egyptian calv ary on his side. Prediction: 
T here will b e a new b lowup in Egypt and the 
new strong m an will b e Nasser, the young col­ 
onel who engineered the rev olt that forced King 
J a r ouk to ñ & é .

Pearson 
in hi* recent speech b efore the National Pres* 
Club . 
The onginal policy had b een b roadly stated b y 
President Eisenhower b efore 
he American So­ 
ciety of Newspaper Editors in Washington last 
April. It W'as amplified in Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles' speech b efore ’he Council 
on Foreign Relations in New^ York Jan. 14. 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon replied to 
Stev enson’s criticism of the policy in his b roa d ­ 
cast March 12 Presiv dent Eisenhower pin-pointed 
it further b \ 
his pre.s* conference statem ent 
that the United Sia’es would not 
\y * drawm into 
any w ar in TndoChina unless i’ was the result 
of a Con.sti’u'iona! declaration of w ar b y Con­ 
gress. 
Secretary Dulles has now further refined all 
this b v an aiticle in the new is.sue of Foreign 
.\ffairs quar’erly, and in his press conference 
.« tatemen’.s. He emphasizes now that the im port­ 
ant thing in U. S. defense policj- is b uilding up 
“the capacity" to retaliate a* the b est means 
to deter w ar 
.Application Of Policies I* Next Prob lem 
So much for the b ackground of how this great 
deb ate has dev eloped. What must come next is 
the practical application of these policies to par- 
‘icular circumstances. 
The North Atlantic Treaty declare* that an 
attack against one of the NATO countries shall 
b e considered an attack against them all. 
An attack on Wa.shington. Ottaw'a, London oi 
Paris could b e met with instant retaliation b y 
the U. S., Canada, the United Kingdom or France, 
alone, acting in self-defense. But the North A t­ 
lantic Treaty pledges each of the other NATO 
countries to assist those attacked “b y taking . . . 
such action as it deems necessary." 
This at first appears to b e an im portant escape 
clause. 
Under democratic gov ernment, no other course 
of action 1* possib le 
There i§ a further area of uncertainty in the 
NATO treaty. If the attack cam.e against western 
Europe, there could b e in.stant and automatic re­ 
taliation b y the N.ATO forces, for self-defense. 
If the attack came against western Germany, 
howev er, or against the m iddle-eastern countries 
which are not m em b ers of NATO, how the NATO 
force« w'ould b e used is not clear. 
During the past year, while the Eisenhower ad ­ 
m inistration ha* b een dev eloping its “new look" 
defen.se policies, the NATO com m and has also 
b een making a new' appraisal for w'hat Secretary 
Dulles calls “the long haul.” 
This has b een b ased on the realization that for 
the next few years, at least, the NATO countries 
will hav e sm aller forces than they anticipated 
strength in nuclear weapons. This changes the 
three years ago. But they will hav e greater 
NATO concept of defense. 
the European countries complete their ratifica- 
the European countries complete theeir ratifica­ 
tion of the European Defen.se Community, W'hich 
would b ring Germ an troops into the picture. 
EDC is adm ittedly nor the perfect solution for 
unified command under supra-national authority. 
But it is said to b e the b est solution now av ailab le. 
For Ru.ssia’s Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 
m ade two things clear at the Berlin Big Four 
conference. Russia does not want NATO and EDC 
to suceed and Russia does not w'ant w'estern G er­ 
many rearm ed. 
These are som^ of the m ajor prob lems con­ 
fronting the NATO Council meeting which is 
scheduled to conv ene m Paris in early April, 
on NATO’* fifth b irthdar.

WASHINGTON JP - Th e U.S. 
government’s position on keeping 
Indoch ina out of Communist h ands 
and h olding th e door against seat­ 
ing of Red Ch ina in th e United 
Nations is up for restatement to­ 
nigh t, reportedly in tough terms.
